Washington, July 13.—By a vote of 


55 to 2S the L'nited States senate today 
unseated William Lorimer, the junior 
senator from Illinois, and declared his 
title to his 'seat invalid. 


The end of the long fight to oust the 


senator came after 6ix days of protracted 
debate irT- which Senator Lorimer him- 
self had occupied the floor-for three ses- 
sions, making an impassioned defeuse of 
his election.- The final vote -was upon 
the' resolution' of Senator' Luke Lee, 'of 
Tennessee.. declaring the Lorimer elec- 
tion by the Illinois legislature in 1909 
invalid. 


The adoption of the Lea resolution car- 


ried with it the'senate's verdict that 
"corrupt methods and practices were em- 
ployed in the election of William Lori- 
mer," making his election invalid. 


Close Intensely- Dramatic. 


The closing moments of .the trial were 


intensely dramatic-.. Lorimer,.holding the 
floor, making a last defense of his seat, 
decl. red he did not appeal for the votes 
of any senator, but asked for justice. 


Senator Lorimer, when the vote was 


announced, wdked slowly' toward the 
back of the room and passed into a cloak 
room, Senator Smoot throwing an arm 
over his shoulder.

The temper and thr- u'-tion of the meeting nt pro- 


gressive republicans hold in Fort Wayne Thursday even- 
ing to determine upmi the Iwal course regarding the third 
party movement demonstrated beyond question that fac- 
tional differences in the local republican ranks are widen- 
ing rather than narrowing. The wounds slimy no indica- 
tions of healing. Tho revolution is real, and the insurgents 
give ample demonstration of the fact that they will stead- 
fastly decline to accept the nomination of President Tall 
as the expression of the real republican party. 


Immediately foiowing the Chicago convention there 


was a belief in many quarters that, the local ardor for the. 
third party movement would die away, and that after ma- 
ture reflection the majority of the Roosevelt faction would 
conclude to remain "regular" and swallow tho dose pre- 
pared for them at Chicago, however distasteful it might 
prove. But vrith a month gone by and other political sit- 
uations up to distract attenlion from what they conceive 
to have been plain outrage at Chicago, recollection is yet 
bitter and determination has lost none of its force. They 
are for Roosevelt, and such of them as do not conclude to 
make their votes count to the largest degree by voting for 
."Wilson Trill cast their ballot for .Roosevelt. 


At the same time the claim that Mr. Roosevelt is the 


real republican choice, and that his progressive movement 
will represent the actual republican party while another 
is bearing its name Avill doubtless prevent actual secession. 
The local sponsors of the Roosevelt movement are advis- 
ing against a third party in state, county or congressional 
affairs, for they contend that what is needed more than a. 
third party is a house-cleaning in the republican camp. In 
clinging to at least nominal membership in the party they 
will be in tactical position to not only assist in the renova- 
tion but to assert rights to leadership in the party reju- 
venation after the cyclone passes in November. Summed 
up, the progressive republican situation in Port Wayne 
can be analyzed in no other way than indicating that in- 
stead of quitting the republican party, the Roosevelt in- 
surgents propose to stay in the fight and see that the 
other fellows quit. 


Mr. Cortelyou's admission that the republican na- 


tional committee raised a fund of $1,9(10,000 for the Roose- 
velt campaign of 1904, will doubtless be illuminating !o the 
.average individual who isn't in close touch with the "prac- 
tical" work of a presidential campaign. But if the price 
seems to have been rather a stiff one, let it be remembered 
that this was the campaign that virtually made Mr. Taft 
president, also.

Colonel D. K Foster, of this city, as a possible nominee for 
state treasurer on the third party ticket in Indiana, they 
were hot after a mighty good selection.

It behooves, therefore, all thought- 
ful citizens to ascertain whether sWne 
method may not be devised 
whereby, 


measurably, we can return to the original 
ideals and theories of the rearing and 
keeping of our citizenship. 


It may not be needful, but it is cer- 


tainly advisable that men interested in 
humanity at large, and in tho republic in 
particular, should band themselves to-
